Under the Debris. 


Teirible Accident in the Golden Terra 
Mine at Deadwood—The Killed 
and Injured. 


DEADWOOD, DAKOTA, May 20.—At 7:30 last 
evening, as the night shift of the Golden Terra 
Mine (sixty men) were entering the tunnel] for 
the night, and when at the first chamber, about 
300 feet from the mouth of the tunnel, the works 
caved, carrying down the timbers with a ter 
rific crash, filling the great slope and burying 
the foremost man beneath the debris. Com- 
pression of the air forced the rear portion of the 
shift through the tunnel as though fired from a 
cannon from fifty to one hundred feet, instantly 
killing Thomas Greene and seriously injuring 
Thomas Bates, William Warren, Matthew 
Lago, Jno. Hall, Charles Rouse, Patrick King, 
Timothy Sullivan and T. B. Sullivan. A num- 
ber of others escaped unhurt through the tun- 
nel to the Homestake mine or back to the open

of the catastrophe is what is known as the

The chamber was eight sets of timber or fifty- 
sixffeet high, 200 feet long and 100 feet inside. 
Perfect mountain ore and dirt, probably a 
hundred feet in depth, fellinto and filled this 
vast space. Had the accident occurred five 
minutes later every one of the sixty men would 


undoubtedly have been killed. 
DETAILS OF THE DISASTER. 

DEADWOOD, D. T., May 20—.The cave occur- 
red at the Golden Terra Mine and Leadville 
Mine at 7 o’clock lastevening by which it is 
supposed thirteen men lose their lives. 
night-sbift of sixty men were just coming on, 
but only about twenty had en- 
tered the tunnel, when a large 
body of earth fellin a distance nearly 200 feet 
fromthe mouth, tearing and throwing tim- 
bers at afearful rate as faras 200 teet. One

KILLED INSTANTLY. 

Two others were blown right through the 
tunnel towards the Highland Mine at Lead 
City. One escaped unhurt, the other was 
struck by the timber and died last night, and 
eleven were buried under the debris. The cave 
is supposed to be about 250 long, 100 inside and 
fifty feet deep, and occurred directly over 
the large ore chamber, completely 
fillingit. Hundreds of miners were at once 
sent to work from Lead City, and shifts were 
changed every fifteen minutes, only five or six 
being able to work on either side af the cave at 
atime. Thetunnelruns entirely through the 
hili, connecting the Terra and Highland 
mines. Seven escaped with noth- 
ing more serious than a few 
bruises through the tunnel to the Lead City 
side of the hill. Alarge number of men are 
now working from all directions, but the cave 
is so extensive it will certainly take some time 
to clear it away and retimber the tunnels. 

THE LIST OF THE KILLED

beard Farley talk last night for sometime. 
He said timbers had fallen 
on him and there wrs no 
hope for him. Word has been received that 
two men, Farley and Beatty, have been taken 
outof the cave—one dead. Phe other died 
in a short - time after being 
released. There will be no detention in the 
operation of the mine. Later dispatches just 
received say that nine men still re- 
main in the mine and that the 
miners working there can talk 
with them, It is expected to get them all out 
alive this afternoon. The affair 
has created great excitement and eannot 
be explained. There was nofault with the 
timbers or working of the mine. Particulars

The ‘“‘Half-Breeds” Still Boasting 
of Conkling’s Defeat. 


Proceedings in the Senate—Nominations 
—Confirmations—Mrs. Garfield—

The Situation at Albany. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALBANY, May 20.—There are no new devel- 
opments in the Senatorial question. Gar- 
field’s nomination of stalwart Republicans 
yesterday caused somewhat 
sensation in the  half-breed’s camp, 
and made the stalwarts a little 
more hopeful. The Legislature adjourned 
this afternoon and the question whether both 
factions will hold a joint caucus or not will 
not be settled till after consultation with 
their constituents. All are more or less 
reticent, waiting to see the drift of the 
opinion of their districts. The Conkling lead- 
ers are going to New York for consultation 
with him and Platt, and until that is over it 
cannot positively be said whether the ex-Sen- 
ators are candidates for re-election.

The Stalwarts Sanguine. 

ALBANY, May 20.—The Conkling wing of the 
Republican party seems strengthened in spirits 
this morning. The change is attributed to the 
action of the President yesterday. They now 
say a caucus will be held next week, 
and that every Republican inust 
attend it and abide by is decision or 
suffer repudiation at home. It is also stated 
that Conkling and Platt will be candidates be- 
fore the caucus. Whatever the result may be 
their friends declare that to ignore them will 
be to READ them out of the party, which will not 
be permitted. On the other hand, the anti- 
Conkling men stand strong in their determina- 
tion against the re-eiection of the ex-Senators, 
and still insist they will not attend any caucus. 


Railroad Suit. 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—The papers ie the 
case of the United States vs. the Nashville and 
Chattanooga Railroad have been forwarded by 
the Solicitor of the Treasury tothe United States 
District Attorney at Nashville, with direc- 
tions to bring suit at the presentterm of Court. 
The amount involved aggregates $300,000, 


being the principal and interest of certain un- 

paid bonds of the railroad purchased by the 

Government for the Indian trust fund. 
COUNTERFEITS. 

The first counterfeit of the silver certificates 
ever issued was received atthe Treasury to- 
day. It is a counterfeit of the $20 
series executed in'pen work but easily detect- 
ed. 

BESIEGING THE PRESIDENT. 

A large number of people called at the White 
House to-day to see the Presidentin regard to 
appointment. He did not receive many of 
them. The callers were principally those who 
have been here since the 4th of March waiting 
for something to turn up. 

The President was busy during the day mak- 
ing out appointments. 

WILL GO TO MENTOR. 

Mrs. Garfield’s condition is much better to- 
day. As soon as she is able to travel she will 
be taken to her home in Mentor. 

SECRETARY HUNT. 

Secretary Hunt left the city this afternoon on 
the Government steamer Dispatch for the 
Hampton Roads to inspect the U.S. ship of 
war Tennessee. He was accompanied by his 
family, one or two members of the President’s 
household and several invited guests. 


A Wet Blanket. 

NEW YORK, May 20.—The Telegram’s Albany 
special says: Thereis much less enthusiasm 
among the ‘‘half-breed’’ Republicans this 
morning than there was yesterday. The Pres- 
ident’s action in returning the 
nominations of Woodford, McDou- 


gall, Tenny and Knox, all friends 
of Conkling, tothe Senate for confirmation fell 
like a wet blanket on their hopes. They fairly 
supposed the President had wholly ignored 
Conkling and his side of the house; that he 
hadtaken up entirely with themselves and 
that henceforth none but ‘‘halt-breeds’’ 
should enjoy the spoils of office. 
Men who on Wednesday evening extalled Gar- 
to the skies for his action in regard to Robert- 
son are to-day indulging in sharp criticism of 
the President. The Conkling men are delight- 
ed ut the disappointment of the half- 
breeds, and have set to work to make the 
most of it. The wavering ones 
who had been inclined to go over to the half- 
breeds were sought out and reassured by this 
evidence that Robertson was not to have a 
monopoly of the patronage of the State. 
The result is already apparent. They now 
mention Conkling’s name abovea whisper. 

The statements, however, are still placed at 
a great disadvantage in the contest by the un- 
certainty as to whether or not Conkling will 
be a candidate for re-election 


Chandler. 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—The nomination of 
Chandler was taken up in executive session 
this morning, as the Democrats would not con- 
sent to let it go over. Chandler’s friends made 
a fight for him, though admitting the case was 
almost hopeless. Both the Pennsylvania Sen- 
ators and all the Democrats are against him. 

CONKLING GOSSIP. 

Senator Van Wyck, of Nebraska, formerly 
Congressman from New York, thinks Conkling 
very unwise in yy and that Conkling 
can never recover his former strength in the 
Republican parry that Conkling two years ago 
was sent tothe Senate as the unanimous choice 
of his party, but i he comes 
back now it will be after 
a hard “— and only as the representalive of a 
faction. The opinion is growing here among 
the Republicans that Conkling does not want 
re-election. The report here that in a day or 
two more Conkling will publicly declare he is 
no —- for re-election is largely cred- 
ited.

WOMEN WHO PREACH. 


The Struggle of Girls to Get Into the 
Methodist Pulpits. 
From the New York Sun. 


There are several young women in this 
country Who have patientiy prepared for the 
ministry, and are now engaged in a struggle 
with the chureh dignitaries for ordination. 
The most persistent opposition has come to 
them from the College of Bishops of the M. 
kX. Church, and many of the friends of the 
young women accuse the Bishops of hard- 
heartedness and cruelty, and itis said that 
while the preachers in the different confer- 
ences are willing to accept the young women 
us co-workers, the high officers of the Church 
have steadily set their faces against the ad- 
mission of women tothe pulpit. The story 
of the struggle of some of these young ladies 
is pathetic. Miss Mary A. Phillips, a beau- 
tiful young woman of the most perfect blonde 
type, who possessed a sensitive disposition, 
was killed by the rebuffs she met from the 
Church. She was the daughter of Jeremiah 
Phillips of Olney, Ill, and when very young 
possessed the feeling that she had been called 
to the ministry. 

‘*] know,’’ says her father, “‘that she tried 
long and hard to get rid of the feeling. Manv 
nights in her little room she cried andsobbed 
herself to sleep when we did not know the 
eause. She shruk from the task of becoming 
n preacher, for she was a sensitive plant, but 
ut last, When it became a question of the life 
and death ef her soul she vielded and com- 
menced in earnest the preparation for the 
ministry. She read in secret for a long time, 
and always read theological works. At length, 
with slender means, she started for the Gar- 
ret Biblical Institute, young and alone, with 
no protector but God, no guide but the Holy 
Gihost. We saw her off, waved her many 
vood-bvs, and as the train moved away we 
could see her pale face, wet with tears, press- 
ed against the window, where it remained 
until the train was out of sight.’’ 

Miss Phillips met a cold reception at the in- 
stitute. ‘*kKven her pastor, God forgive 
him,” says her father, ‘twas cold as ice.”’ She 
rapidiy inade friends, and when she gradu- 
ated was the popular member of her class. 
she began her work, but needed the sanction 
of the Southern Illinois Conference to obtain 
a chureb for continuous employment. A can- 
vass Was made of the members of the Confer- 
ence, and it is estimated thut about two- 
thirds of the members of that bodv were in 
favor of admitting her. Her pastor, the Rey. 
Thomas F. Houts, Who was formerly a law- 
ver, and the Presiding Elder, the Rev. John 
Leeper, were both in favor of admitting her. 
Bishop Andrews, who presided, had met her 
in the Theological Institute at Evanston, and 
had learned of her preparation to do confer- 
ence work. .As he gave no hint of disap- 
proval of her course, and made no suggestion 
to dissuade her from pursuing her studies, he 
wis thought to be favorably disposed toward 
her, but when a motion Was made to recoy- 
nize her, that she might be permitted to work 
for the Christian cause, Bishop Andrews 
said: ‘*T will not entertain the motion.” 

The voung woman never recovered from 
the shock caused by these words. She began 
to waste away, and died on Angust 16, 1880, 
agved 21 years 8 months and 21 days. ‘Until 
the licht of eternity shows me my mistake,’’ 
suys her father, “*f shall believe that the 
blood of my dear child rests upon the head of 
the Bishop. Why did he not teli her at Evans- 
ton that she had mistaken the cnaracter of 
the M. kk. Church, and that she could not be 
receivcd? She never for once thought of op- 
position from the Bishop, she had so much 
faith inthe Church and its chief ministers. 
The opposition she expected was from the 
world. But she has gone now where no 
mitred head will ever be heard tosayv: “I 
will not entertain the motion.” Just before 
she died she said: ‘Jesus will find something 
for me to do over there.’ lt remember the 
time when a Bishop refused to put an anti- 
slavery resolution to vote,and said’: ‘It is too 
lute in the day to ask my reasons; but slav- 
ery is dead and the Bishop is dead. The day 
will come when the woman of the Church 
willenjoy equal rights.” 

Mr. Phillips went to work to vindicate the 
right of women to peach, and succeeded in 
obtaining from the Quarterly Conference of 
@ineyv,dil.,alicense tor a Miss Lomgwooud. 
Bishop Andrews sent to Olney as pastor of 
the Phillips family one of those who opposed 
opening the Conference doors to women. The 
choice Was taken as an indication that the 
Bishop meant to cure Olney of its desire for 
women preachers, but the new pastor, the 
Rev. William Wallis, was beseiged by the ade 
herents ofthe cause of women’s rights to 
preach, Who sympathized with Jeremiah 
Phillips,and in April last he preached a ser- 
mon, Which was accepted as his capitulation, 
inasmuch as he referred,in terms of praise 
to What women had accomplished as preach- 
ers. This stirred up Mr. Phillips, who shout- 
ed a vigorous **Amen.’’ “T hope the Bishop,” 
he said, “will send us another man of the 
same sort.” 

The Rev. Miss Kate Lent is a little Woman, 
who will this vear finish her studies in = the 
Methodist Episcopal School of Theology con- 
nected with the Boston University. She is 
delicate in appearance,and has fair complex- 
ion and fight hair. She has had several calls 
to the pastorate,but the church’s officials pre- 
vented her accepting. She was born in Co- 
puke, Columbia county, N. Y., and = recently 
celebrated her twenty-third birthday. Her 
father, the Rev. Marvin Rh. Lent, has been 
for many vears amember of the New York 
Conference. She was 18 vears old when she

The Rey. Miss Anna IL. Shaw was born in 
Kngland, but was raised in Michiganin a 
(niversulist family. She was converted to 
Methodism, and after about half a colleve 
course in Michigan she determined to become 
“a preacher, and went to the Boston School 
of Theology, where she graduated in 187X, 
Miss Shaw knocked in vain at the doors of 
the New England Conference, She passed 
her examinations satisfactorily. and was to 
have hadcrer name presented to the Confer- 
ence along with that of the Rey. Miss Anna 
wed of the Willoughby Avenue 
srooklyn, but as Bishop Andrews 


Ver’s CASE, Miss Shaw’s name was hotpre- 
sented. After waiting in vain for the last 
General Conference of the M. E. Church to 
open the pulpits of its churches to women, 
Mises Shaw applied to the Protestant Metho- 
dist Church, and was ordained last fall, be- 
ing the first woman ever ordained in that 
denomination. She is now the pastor of an 
independent Methodist Chureh at Rast Denis, 
on Cape Cod. Miss Shaw and Miss Lent 
both assieted Miss Oliver in a revival in 
trooklvn last fall. Miss Shaw is petite in

stature, has dark hair and gray eyes, and is 
30 years old. 

The best known of the girl pastors is the 
Rev. Miss Anna. Oliver,.pastor of the Wil- 
urch, in Brooklyn. 
It has often been said that she preaches un- 
der an alias, or pulpit name, and that her 
true name is Anna Snowden. The latter is 
the name in which she is obliged to sign legal 
documents, but she was known as Anna 
Oliver when she was a child living with an 
aunt, who gave her that name, and as she 
grew up with that as her accepted name, she 
has never changed it, although a number of 

entlemen, it is said, have offered to change it 

orher. Her aunt by whom she was reared 
was a daughter of Gen. Robert Bogardus, and 
lived upon Murray Hill. Miss Oliver was an 
attendant at St. Mark’s Episcopal Church and 

a student in Rutgers College. She 
took the of A. . from 
Ruigers and subsequently, 
after having studied art three years, 
took the degree of A. M. Miss Oliver deter- 
mined to go to work for herself. Her parents 
were well-to-do Philadelphians, accustomed 
to the old Southern and English notions that 
a gentleman was a man of leisure, and that a 
gentlewoman or lady forfeited all claims to 
that title whem she did work for which she 
received pay. 

‘When Anna,’ said one of Miss Oliver’s. 
friends, ‘‘sold her picture, her relatives acted 
as though she had committed a crime and 
had greatly disgraced them.” 

‘They steadily opposed her studying for the 
ministry, and did not become reconciled 
wholly to her course until she became the 
popular pastor of a Brooklyn church, which 
she had purchasedin herown name. Then 
they accepted her views as correct, and some 
time ago knelt atthe altarin her chureh and 
received the sacrament from her hands. Miss 
Oliver graduated from the Theological De- 
partment of the Boston University in 1876, 
and received the degree of S. ‘I. B. (Sacral 
Theological Bachelor). In her case the ques- 
tion of the ordination of women came up be- 
fore the General Conference. I[t had been 
held by the Bishops that the Discipline did 
not extend this right to women, wand many pe- 
titions were sent in asking for a change of the 
Discipline. The question was referredtoa 
committee, and a minority reported in favor 
of the ordination of Miss Oliver, thus open- 
ing the door to ather women. The majority 
reported that women: were allowed by the 
general consent ofthe church to doevery- 
thing necessary for usefulness, but as soon as 
the committee reported the General Confer- 
ence adjourned. The young woman preach- 
ers claim that the body adjourned to avoid 
the question. 

“They know it has got to come,” said one, 
‘*but they want to put it off as jong as possi- 
ble. However, the Bishops are old and the 
girls young. Time will show who comes out 
ahead.’? 

The young women preachers present, on 
short notice, a fusilades of arguments why 
they should be admitted to ordination, and 
they make the best use of the inconsistency 
of theMethodist Church in opening her ecele- 
astical schools to women and then refusing 
them the right to use the gifts she has assist- 
ed them to cultivate. The Universalist and 
Unitarian theological schools admit women. 
but so far no young women have gone into 
the pulpit fromthem. There are, however, 
a number of voung women who are pursuing 
theological studies in Methodist schools. 
Among the successful women preachers who 
are married are Mrs. Van Cott, Mrs. Amanda 
Smith, and Mrs. Willing. Miss Sarah Smiley, 
Miss Vincent of Boston, and Phabe Hanaford 
have been before the public for years. The 
Rev. Mrs. Ellen Gustin of Massachusetts is an 
ordained preacher in the denomination in 
Which President Garfield was formerly a 
preacher, and is pastor of a church. Refer- 
ring to the fate of Miss Marv Phillips, one of 
the virl preachers said: ‘‘l do not wonder 
she died, for the opposition we meet is enough 
to kill any one who is not kept alive miracu- 
lously by the Lord.” 

‘*Are girl preachers popular?’”? was asked. 
* **With aged people, middle-aged married 
couples, vouths and misses they are popular. 
With wife-hunting men, odd bachelors, or 
men in love, and with young women tooking 
for husbands, or those in love they are not 
popular. Spinsters, however, greatly admire 
them, and to some extent envy them for the 
independence of their position, matrimonial- 
lv consklered, and the respect thev exact 
serves to make their positions enviable to 
those who have been watching and waiting 
for husbands and have been disappointed. 
The life of a girl whois preparing for the 
ministry is one of setf-demial as to dress and 
fashion, theaters and worldly amusements; 
and it is difficult nowadays in cities to pass 
through such an ascetic existence outside of 
aconvent. But women know that conscience 
and duty call them as loudly as they call men, 
and that happiness comes only with obeying.

THAT ENGLISH SCANDAL. 


bury and Mrs. Mundy. 
From the New York Sun. 


Mrs. Mundy, the modern Mrs. Potiphar of 
England, has come infor a full share of de- 
nunciation, while her boyish paramour is 
more pited than aught else. The young Earl 
of Shrewsbury,who 1s the hero of the present 
scandal, was born in 1860, and has not yet at- 
tained his twenty-first birthday. His father 
died suddenly in 1877, and the lad, then at 
Eton as Viscount Ingestre, succeeded to the 
ancient titles and estates as the head of one of 
the greatest of English families—the renown- 
ed Talbots. Every student of English history 
knows what a Prominent part this great 
family has playedin days gone by, aud all 
will regret that the young mam, born with 
such a golden spoon in his mouth, should try 
to marthe splendid career which lies before 
him by beginning life with such a false step. 
The very importamce of his position as an 
Englishman, and the influence for good or 
evil which he can not fail to exert,have drawn 
more than ordinary attention tothe present 
scandal. The west 4 here do not touch 
it, sufficient influence having probably been 
brought to bear upon the press. 

The Karl of Shrewsbury is the Premier 
Karl of England, Hereditary Great Seneschal 
of Ireland, from which unfortunate land he 
derives two titles, those of Earl of Waterford 
and Wexford, He has three sisters, all hap- 
pily married, the eldest, Lady Castlereagh, 
being one of the most beautiful women in 
London, where her photographs are to be 
seeninallthe shop windows. His mother 
was one of the best and most pious of women, 
and brought up her young son in all the odor 
ofsanctity. But no sooner did his father’s 
death free him from parental authority than 
the young Ear! began to be talked of in con- 
nection with several of the leading profes- 
sional beauties. It was said that he had 
caused that good man, Mr. Langtry, much 
anxiety, and it is not very long since a spicy 
story wastold of a collision between the 
Prince of Wales and the hero of the hour. 
It was related that the Prince of Wales had 
written to Mrs. Langtry inviting, himself to 
afternoon tea at her house. This letter was 
supposed to have miscarried, for when the 
Prince arrived he found the fair lady in deep 
conversation with her youthful admirer, who 
did not seem inclined to resign his preten- 
sions even in favor of royalty. It may be 
added that Lord Shrewsbury is a slight, lis- 
som youth, with blue eves and tight brown 
hair, 

With the heroine everything is quite differ- 
ent. Sheis not nearly so young as Lord 
Shrewsbury, and she has been married for 
eight years, It was in 1873 that Mr. Edward 
Miller Mundy, then just fresh from Oxford, 
led Miss Ellen May Palmer-More wood to the 
altar and intrusted his honor to her keeping. 
All went well for a few years, and a little girl 
was born. But during the past few years 
rumor bas not altogether spared her good 
nume, and many curious stories were afloat. 
But no one ever believed that she would be 
guilty of the madness of running away with 
such a boy as Lord Shrewsbury. When the 
news became known all Londom was aghast, 
and wondered what would happen next. It 
was known that the guilty pair had fled to 
Strasburg, and that an assortment of the 
ladv’s brothers, of whom she _ has five, and 
the outraged husband werein pursuit. The 
absconding wife had left a letter for her hus- 
band and another for a friend which enabled 
the pursuers to capture the fugitives. Sev- 
eral accounts of What actually took place are 
given. According to one,the husband boxed 
the young Earl’s ears, scolded his wife and 
told her to come home and not make a fool of 
herself. But, according to another, the 
brothers set upon Shrewsbury and thrashed 
him soundly. 

Meanwhile public opinion is divided as to 
what Mr. Mundy ought to do. ‘Some _ peo- 
ple affect to think that the great youth of the 
male offender makes the crime of the female 
very small, andthatit would be absurd to 
make such achild aco-respondent. Others 
insist that Mrs. Mundy was alone to blame, 
and that she should be severely punished. It 


-will be curious to wateh what course society 


will take should Mr. Mundy resolve to con- 
done his wife’s intidelity. Mrs. Mundy isa 
woman of great personal attractions. Her 
evesare dark blue, her haira reddish chest- 
nut, and her features well cut. Her mouth 
probably is her weakest point, and there is 
a certain sensuality in the lips which strikes 
one at the first glance. Both the Morewoods 
(her own family, and the Mundys are well- 
known in society, and the latter take their 
namefrom the Abbey of Mondaye in Nor- 
mandy, whence the ancestor of the unfortu- 
nate husband: came with William the Con- 
queror. There is an excellent portrait of Mrs. 
Mundy in the Academy: it is by Leslie Ward, 
and gives a very fair idea of the manner of 
weman she is. 
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The Jew-Phobia in New York. 
New York Letter to Chicago Triluine. 

The fact of the matteris, that under the 
surface of business, as well as of society,there 
exists in New York abatred of Jews, almost 
as intense as the prevalent Judeahetze of Ber- 
lin. Our national character and our some- 
times false pretense of absolute catholicity 
with regard to race and religion restrain the 
popular dislike from expressing itself very 
pointedly. Butthe mtelligent observer can- 
net help noticing that the rapid enoroach- 
ment of Jewish shrewdness and energy—not 
to sav of other less admirable characteristics 
—upon the twin domains of secicty and com- 
merce, has engendered «a hearty enmity to- 
ward the chosen people—-an emenity for the 
development of which the chosem people are 
not altogether irresponsible. Just as the 
Lichtensteins and the Oppenheims,.and the 
Sterns and the Rothschilds, and the Meyers, 
andthe Goldbergs, and the rest are displacing 
American signs from the shop fronts of 
Broadway, so also do the younz Hebrew fry 
push themselves in the bustling shoals into 
social waters Which, until a vear ago, were 
fatal totnem, but in which, just now, they 
thrive in the most exasperating way, It 
is the young American Jew, born of Polish 
or German parents, who brings scandal 
and odium on his race in New York. 
He is too apt to be a small, under- 
bred, course-featured, vulgar, and bump- 
tious upstart with an overweening conti- 
dence in himself and a marked contempt tor 
his uncircumcised fellow-creatures. In fact, 
in the battle which is being waged, the young 
American Jews were the aggressors, and let 
me add, nobody deplores their arrogance and 
their bad manners more keenly than the re- 
spectable old Hebrews of the bourgeoisie. 
It is warfare, by the way, in which the Jews 
of Gierman and Polish antecedents are almost 
exclusively involved. They have tried to 
force themselves into Christian regions, and 
all that passes for Christianity Ja New York 
1s more or less openly arrayed against their 
invasion. The rich old Spanish Jews—the 
families of Seixas, and Henriques, and Hen- 
dricks, and Nathan, Cardozo, and Lazarus, 
and all the others of that brancn—are more 
than content with thei« own station m New 
York. They detest the German and Polish 
Jews with a contempt far more superb than 
that which a mere Christian can feel for 
them. They have their own society, keep 
more proudly aloof from thefr more vulgar 
co-religionists than from their Christian 
neighbors, and keep alive like sacred flames 
in their households—thanks to the heredi- 
tary wealth which is abundant among them— 
all the rarest and most precious social arts 
and graces, The Spanish Jews are out of 
the battle. Itis none of their business. As 
forthe Polish and German Jews whom it 
involves, they are a loud, noisy, uncouth, and 
unpleasant lot of creatures, most of Whom 
were begotten in Chatham street, and born in 
the moldy atmosphere of a Bowery clothing 
atore. 


An Un-American Town. 
St. Augustine (Fla., Letter. 
St. Augustine, with its quaint, narrow 
streets, its sea-wall and its old coquina built 
houses, reminds one of some old, foreign @ty ; 


_and one is surprised to find anything of the 


kind in the States. The road from the depot 
leads first over a marsh, on which the tlde 
frequently rises quite high. When. we entered 
the citv this marsh was dry and the play- 
ground of many little fiddlers; but when we 
left it had the appearance of a mighty river. 
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the beautiful “‘Sunnyside,’’

Where your 
. spondent found excellent — quar- 
ters. Nextis the old Governor’s house, 
Which now contains the Post Office, and 
also the rooms of the free library. 
on is the “Plaza de la Constitution.” Iti§a 
park occupying two squares, and is laid off in 
pleasant walks. It also contains two monu- 
ments and the old slave market. One of the 
monuments is quite old, and its side is cov- 
ered with wornout inscriptions from which 
little could be ascertained. The newer ome 
is erected in memorv of the Confederate dead 
of St. Augustine. Its apex is crowned with 
a large ball, and on the side is a Spanish in- 
scription. The old slave market resem- 
bles in shape the Grecian Parthenon. It 
is built of eoquina and whitewashed. From 
the§{ceiling hung several links of an old 
chain, which fancy told us had once been used 
in binding slaves. A numberof little negro 
lads were merrily playing inthis same place 


where their fathers were once bought and | 


sold. Opposite the plazais the old Spanish 
Cathedral which was builtin 1793. itis made 
of coquina, with what is meant to be a very 
imposing facade; but the top, which is 

ropped up behind by sticks, impresses the 
ooker-on with the idea thatit would like to 
lie down and rest. In this top are a number 
of bells called, by courcesy, chimes; but 
when they do chime one prefers to be ata 
distance. Inside the cathedral is dark and 
gloomy. it contains litle of interest to vis- 
itors, with the exception of a huge daub ofa 
picture surposed to be 316 years old, and rep- 
resenting the first mass ever celebrated in St, 
Augustine. 


GERMAN MUSIC. 


How Itis Dealt Out Free to All at Stutt- 
gart. 
Stuttgart Letter to Springtield Republican. 

Carl’s band is the famous band here. It is 
to Stuttgart what Theodore Thomas’ band 
or orchestra is to New York. The bands in 
Germany are all famous—that is,with foreign- 
ers, for they all play so well and with such 
wonderful skill. But some of them have 
greater reputations and are greater favorites 
than others. Carl’s band, Which is attached 
to one of the King’s regiments, bas 60 mem- 
bers, and each member, it is said, is a star 
player on his particular; instrument, and if 
the cornet, the trumpet, the trom\one, or 
even the man who clanys the cymbals or beats 
the bass drum is called upon by an audience 
fora solo, he can respond in a manner and 
with a skill that will**bring down the house”’ 


, With applause. Carl himselfisa great mu- 


siclan and has become celebrated as a com- 
poser. Hle is such a musical enthusiast that 
it is said he does nothing but drill 
his band from early morn until late at night, 
and the members have become so proficient 
by long and thorough training that they are 
the masters of not only one instrument but 
of several, and areequally ‘fat home’’ on 
violins, clarionets, post-horns, harps, trom- 
bones, citherns, mandolins, pianos or church 
organs. 

One of the great pleasures derived from 
living in Stuttgartis the free concert which is 
given every day by the band in the kiosk, in 
front of the King’s palace. At precisely ten 
minutes before 12 at midday a drum and fife 
corps of twenty members, Carl's band ofsixty, 
andan infantry company of about one hun- 
dred men, tile out of the grounds of the mili- 
tary barracks in the upper part of the city, 
and proceed towards the King’s palace. It 
has the appearance of a grand military review, 
onlv on a very small scale. Not onlv 
the infantry company but both bands are in 
full German military eostumes, with side 
arins, and brass helmet hats, as if fora dress 
parade before the King. They have to march 
the whole length of Konigstrasse, which is 
the Broadway of Stuttgart. Itis a fine wide 
street about half a mile long 
and lined on both sides With 
elegant shops and private palaces. <A little 
tefore 12 it would seem as if half the inhabi- 
tatants of the city were gatherimg on this 
street in anticipation ef the coming of Carl’s 
band. As the clock strikes 12 (the German 
military are precise on time) the bands es- 
corting the infantry emerge from a side 
street into the Konigstrasse. They strike up 
some martial music, a quickstep ora march, 
which seems to start the city into life. The 
crowd begins to grow more dense every mo 
ment; a pour out from the Nde streets 
and from all directions, store-keepers and 
clerks forsake their counters and rush out on 
po the smlewalks. Schools close at 2 and 
scholars bythe hundreds with their knap- 
sacks strapped to their backs, rush _ pel- 
mell to getas Near the music as possible. 
The throngs of people who were walking up 
the street to meet the band turn about and 
march down withit. The wide street side- 
walks included in both directions is black 
witb people. All are marching and keeping 
step tothe music. From a distance it looks 
like an immense moving mob that gathers 
new strength as it rolls along. The showof 
military is of no account—Carl*s band, which 
is playing so splendidly, occasionally reliev- 
ed by the fife and drum corps, absorbs the at- 
tention of the multitude. 


The Dwarf Diplomat.

There is a dwarf in Paris who is a very re- 
markable figure in modern historv. He is, 
in person, shorterthan Tom Thumb by half 
an inch, an intelligent lookinz, ready witted, 
keen eved, wed! dressed and liberal little man 
who drives inthe Boisin a carriage like a 
coat cart, drawn by a pony scarcely bigver 
than a dog, and smoking a cigar which rivals 
one of hisurms in size. He lives in a hand- 
some house near the Arc de Triomphe, with 
servants Whostand in great awe of him. For 
litthe as there is of him, that little is very 
vreat. Heis the one time dwarf of Isabella, 
eX-@ueen of Spain. 

When Isabella came to the throne she un- 
dertook to perpetuate several old customs of 
the Spanish Court, that of the court dwarf 
among the number. Whereshe got this one 
from nobody knows. But he was a pigmvy of 
keen wit, and shrewd good sense, and soon 
became a vreat favorite with her. She was 
not Jong in discovering that he had a very 
pretty talent for politics. Thenceforth he 
Wis ber agent in all the plottings in which 
she was engaged. He was employed by 
Isabella in all<orts of contidential missions, 
and his assistance Was invaluable’ in the 
cabals which set Alfonso on the throne. 
Nevertheless, Alfonso Was ungrateful enough 
to leave himin Paris when he went to the 
throne the dwarf had heiped provide for 
him, and when Isabella returmed she was 
only permitted to do so on condition of -leay- 
ing the dwarf behind. 

The fact was, Alfonso was ashamed of him. 
His influence over the ex-Queen was the 
subject of endless sarcasms of the newspaper 
and cartoon Wits Of Spain, and the King 
dreaded their effect, so he promulgated an 
edict of banishment, and left the dwarf diplo- 
mat to live on in Paris, made rich by the lib- 
erality of Isabella, and misanthropic by the 
meanness Of Isabella’s son.

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VULGARISMS. 


Phrases That Are Polite or Coarse Ac- 
' cording to Circumstances. 
From the London Queen. 


Certain words and certain expressions, in- 


mocent and inoffensive in. themselves, have 


degenerated into so-called vulgarisms 
through constant use and’ misuse; while 
others have become vulgarized, suffering 
rom an exaggerated mode of pronunciation; 


and words which have a stamp of vulgarity, 


if used inone sense, are restored to their 


original position when used in another. The 
‘misapplication of words is doubtless one of 
the main reasons of their becoming vulgar- 
ized, so to speak; added to whicnb, a word or 
expression that is constantly in the mouth of 
‘all, like a style or make of a garment adopted 
by all, speedily becomes denominated vulgar 
or common. 


Thus words and expressions are tabooed by 


ceneral consent,which, had they been allowed 
to retain their original place, would never 


‘have forfeited their reputation or have fallen 


‘into disfavor. There are many words and 


‘expressions which are still on the borcerland 
‘of vulgarity from the same cauge, and which 
jonly require alittle pressure to cause them 
‘to jom the ranks of the discarded ones, per- 


haps to be rehabilitated at some future day, 
and toresume their proper place all the 


fresher for their enforced rest. 


It not unfrcquentiy happens that the same 


‘objection does duty at Jeast flve times in as 
‘many minutes, whilst oftener that not the 
unfortunate adjective selected is the one least 
‘suitable for the purpose, 


the feebleness of 
the idea expressed causing the strength of 
the adjective used to be the more apparent 
and toappear the more absurd, 

The terms ‘“‘ladies” and ‘*gentlemen’ 


be- 


‘come in themselves vulgarisms when misap- 


plied, andthe improper application of the 
wrong term atthe wrong time makes all the 
difference in the world to ears polite; thus 
‘alling a man a **gentleman** when be should 
be called a **man,” or speaking of a manas a 
man when he should be spoken of as a gen- 
ileman: or the alluding to a lady as a 
woman, When she should be alluded to as 
adady: or the speaking of a woman asa 
lady, when she should be properly termed 
a woman. ‘Tact and a_ sense of the 
titness of things decide these points, there 
being no fixed rule to go upon to determine 
whena manis «man or when he is a gentle- 
man, and although he is far oftener termed 
the one than the other, he does notthereby 
lose his attributes of a gentleman. — In coim- 
mon parlance a man is always a manto a 
man, and never a gentleman; toa woman he 
is occasionally a man and occasionally a ven- 
tlheman: buta man would far oftener term a 
woman a womuanthan he would term her a 
lady. Whena«a man makes use of anadjective 
inspeaking of « lady he almost invariably 
calls bera woman. Thus he would sav, ‘I 
met a rather agreeable woman at dinner last 
night;’’ but he might say, ‘*A lady,a friend 
of mine, told me,” ete., whem he would not 
say, “A woman, a friend of mine, told me,” 
ete. Avain, aman would say, ‘Which of the 
ladies did you take in to dinner?” he would 
certainly not say, **Which of the women,” ete. 

Speaking of people en masse, it would be to 
belong toa very advanced schooi to refer to 
them inconversation as ‘‘men and women,’*’ 
while it would be all but vulgar to stvle them 
**‘ladies and gentlemen,” the compromise bhe- 
tween the two being to speak of them as “‘la- 
dies and men.” Thus alady would say, *! 
have asked two orthree ladies and several 
men: she would not say, **! have asked sev- 
eral men and women:” neither would she say 
**) have asked several ladies and centlemen.”’ 
And speaking of numbers, it would be very 
usual to say, ‘There were « great many ladies 
and but verv few men present,** or, ** The la- 
dies were ina majority, so few men being 
present.” Again, alady would not say, **! 
expect two or three men to dinner,” but she 
would say, “I expect two or three gentle- 
men.’? When people are on ceremony with 
each other, they might, perhaps, in speaking 
of «man, call him ‘ta gentleman,’ but othe 
erwise it Would be more usual to speak of 
him as “aman.” Ladies, when speaking of 
each other, usually employ the term women 
inepreference to that of lady. Thus they 
would say, “Sheis avery good-natured wo- 
man’? **What sore of a woman is she’ the 
term lady being entirely out of — place 
under suck circumstances. Again, the 
term young lady gives place as far as possi- 
ble to theterm girl, although it greatly 
depends upon the amount of intimacy 
existing as to which term is  emploved. 
Now, toturnto the really tabooed words, 
““tvlish’’ and “genteel”? are relegated 
te thee show room, where they are verv much 
athomeineach other’s company, although 
considered decidedly vulgar when met with 
elsewhere. ‘‘Stvlish’’ being bred in the 
show-poom isthe right word in the right 
but it is hard upon unfor- 
tunate “genteel” that conveving in itself 
so much it should have met with such a fate. 
‘*Nice™? Ifds fair to follow in the footsteps of 
discarded words: standing alone as an 
adjective, though “passec,’*’ it still has its ad- 
mirers, bit when to nice is ndded either 
‘Sawfull)” or “to>,’ then nice is altogether 
out of favor. 

“Jolly” is well enough on the lips of a 
schoolboy, to whom it now of right belones 
a right which neo one disputes: but slang 
proper ts and never can be anvthing else than 
Vulgar, and those who delight in its use for

If the management of the St. Louis Fire Alarm 
Telegraph isto be judged by the treatment 
that our disabled alarm bell has received during 
the past three weeks, we would advise the Board 
of Underwriters to meet at once and raise the 
rates of Nsurance. Weshall have to send to 
Chicago for somebody to come and put our ap- 
Pparatus in order. 

Please be kind enough to also state that 
your gong, aswell as those in other newspaper 
ofiices and insurance agencies, is connected 
with a circuit or wire entirely separate and in- 
dependent of those in the engine houses: that 
said wire has about thirty-seven small gongs 


connected with it, and that the number is too 
great for one circuit to be reliable, as they of- 
ter too much resistance to our Dattery. 
Furthermore, please state that these gongs 
are connected with the Fire Alarm Telegraph 
Department only through courtesy, and that 
the city constructed the wire at its own ex- 
pense, and keeps itin repair. The connection 
with the PostT-DISPATCH cost its proprietor 
nothing, except the price of the gong—}$l2—and 
said gong is the PoOstf-DISPATCH'sS own private 
property. Also state that the circuit with 
which the PostT-DISPATCH is connected is 
considered by this department to be of the 
least importance of all the wires, as itis 1 gra- 
tuitous institution and no fire apparatus de- 
pending upon it for alarms.

Some Inside History From the 
Lindsay Standpoint. 
ELSA PRESEN 
A Big Sensation by Which Nobody Is the 
Gainer.

There 
was trouble over some outlawed paper we 
held, and a bitter feeling grew out of that.

Receiver at Tretron just betore Huvs went 
out of office. He failed of confirmation and 
President Garfield refused to renominate him. 
George H. Crumb, a brother of the foreman ot 
the last Grand Jury, Starks D. Crumb, got the 
place. ZAwartand I haven't spoken to each 
otherffor six vears. The feeling between Moser 
and myself nay be judged from the fact that 
while | was downinthe Southeast a tew days 
ago Moser wrote to District Attorney Bliss that 
Iwas down there threatening to shoot him. 
Bliss claims to have dropped the whole 
land fraud business and to be much disgusted 
atthe outcome. Tyrrelhas been transferred 
back tojthe Treasury service from the Depart- 
ment of Justice at the recommendation of 
sliss, who has no more need for his services in 
working up land frauds.’’

CORONER’S INVESTIGATION. 


Inquest on the Body of Mose Anderson, a 
Colored Teamster. 


This morning the inquest on the body of Mo- 
ses Anderson, thecolored man who died of 
injuries received at the hands of John O’Brien 
on last Monday, was begun, The prisoner in 
charge of Officer Christ Palmer was attended 
by his counsel, Col. J.C. Normile. The affray 
occurred at the freight depot at the foot 


of Biddle street. Richard Wray, a shipping 
clerk at the \depot, was the first witness who 
said the rule of driving down Biddle street and 
thence north to the depot doors was some- 
times broken. James B, Daly testified that 
he saw the men quarreling and saw Anderson 
advance towards O’Brien, who drewa stake 
from his wagon and struck the deceased on 
the head. He said O’Brien did not ad 
vance’ _—icbut stood _ still, and when 
histicket was signed heleft. Another witness, 
Frank Farnan,said thatjthe teamsters, O’ Brien 
and the deceased, were trying to get to the 
same door when the dispute about who should 
unload first arose. O’Brien had a right to un- 
load before the deceased. The deceased used 
some vulgar language to which O’Brien re- 
plied. When Anderson advanced O’Brien 
jumped from his wagon and struck him with a 
stake. Fred Buss,a laborer at the depot, testified 
as follows: ‘‘T heard the dispute between de- 
ceased and O’Brien on last Monday afternoon 
as to who should get tothe door first to un- 
load. O’Brien was entitled to the door first 
because he waited for a long time for a turn, 
and the deceased had just come. O’Brien 
drove up to the door and the colored man was 
inside. The deceased used some vulgar lan- 
guage and advanced. O’Brien jumped down 
from his wagon and struck the deceased with 
a wagon stake on the head and felled him. 
I did not see anything inthe handsof the de- 
ceased when he approached O’Brien. He 
advanced about three or four steps when 
O’Brien jumped offghis wagon. He also ad- 
vanced a short distance and met deceased 
when he struck him. The deceased did not stir 
for awhile, and lay there about fifteen minutes 
perhaps.’’ 

A recess was taken, when ©’Brien said he 
was not desirous of testifying under oath or 
making any statement concerning the difi- 
enlty. 


The Scotland County Judges. 
Benjamin F. Bouxn, Ephraim E. Sparks and 
tiley Gale, three judges of Scotland county, 
are in town to-day, ready to present themsel- 


ves under the attachment order returnable to- 
morrow in the United States Circuit Court. 
These gentlemen areinan unpleasant perdic- 
ament. They are called upon to satisfy 
judgment against Scotland county, tak- 
ing the necessary steps for that purpose in 
their ofticial capacity the judgments arising 
in the Federal Courts from actions on county 
bonds. The Supreme Court of the State,t{how- 
ever, has held that the issue of the bonds was 
invalid and penalties are provided for pay- 
ment of any such obligation. The conflict be- 
tween the Federal and State court rulings ied 
the Scotland county justices to apply to Judge 
Turner of the State Court and he 
refused to grant any orderinthe matter. The 
case will be fully talked over to-morrow in the 
U.S. Circuit Court, but in all probability the 
wiit of the Federal Court will stand and the 
judges will be required to go to jail. If that 
course is followed a writ of habeas corpus will 
be applied for in the Supreme Court of the 
United States.

EAST ST. LOUIS. 


The sloughs on the Island are becoming a 
terror to the railroad men whose engines run 
on high embankments. A tew days ago an en- 
vine onthe Chicago and Alton track bolted 
overthe embankment and capsized into the 
water, nearly killing the fireman and engin- 
eer. This morning an engine and ten freight 
cars onthe O. and M. tracks ornament the 
center of the slough between Bowman’s 
dyke and the O. and M. embankment. The 
train was composed of two coal cars, seven 
fiat cars loaded with railroad iron, and a stock 
car. The engine pulled the whole train down 
a side track to the stock pens, and about 
twenty mules were run into the stock car. The 
track on which the train was standing leads 
directly into the center ot the 
slough; the pens are on an_e elevation 
which slopes gradually towards the water. 
The brakes on the engine were detective and 
when she attempted to push the train the 
breaks gave way sendthe engine, stock car 
full of mules and flat cars rushed into the wa. 
ter till nothing was visible save the top of the 
smoke-stack on the engine and the upper part 
of the stock car with the mules vainly strug- 
sling for liberty. The engineer was in the cab 
when the engine started on- its down’ 
ward career, but as the brakes were useless he 
wus powerless. Whenthe engine wus about 
forty feetin the water, the engineer jumped 
into the slough and swam to shore. When the 
train reached the end of thetracka brakeman 
swam out tothe stock car and broke the door 
open before any of the mules were drowned: 
About 12 o’clock four engines were hitched to 
the rear of the cars and all pulled out 
of the slough with the exception of the en- 
gine. The engine continued to sink till the 
roof of the cab and the top of the smoke-stack 
were barely visible above the water. A gang 
of men who are engaged inthe neighborhood 
since the accident endeavored to reseue the 
engine but had not succeeded at 1 o'clock.

An Important Arrest Made by the 
U.S. Authorities.

Get Simon Levy Into 
Trouble. 


Refilled Boxes 


At four o'clock this afternoon the United 
States Revenue authorities arrested Simon 
Levy, a cigar dealer doing business at 302 
North Eighth street,upon a charge of defrauds 
ing the revenue. Levy has a license to work 
five cigar makeis in his factory, but hitherto 
he has only employed one. The seizure in it- 
self is not an important one, and would be 
bardly worthy of mention were it 
not : for the fact that this 
is only the tirst fruit of a gigantic system of 
tobacco fraudsg which are believed to under- 
lie the trade ia St. Louis and throughout Mis- 
.ouri. Kich developments are expected, and 
Levy’s arrest is only a part of a general attack 
all along the live on the cigar factories which 


have been running crooked. The peculiar 
traud in this imstance is the usefof old boxes 
or xu second filling” of cigars, thus 
evading the +Government tax in 
ihe second instance and enabling 
ihe crooked tactories to undersell by a dollar 
a hundred straight. There are thousands of 
cigars On the market selling at a rate low 
enough to excite suspicion, and whether Levy 
has been issuing cigars of this description or 
not, even if he were to work his full force day 
and uight, he could not put upon the market 
even an insignificant part or the cheap 
cigars in sighv. The case against 
bin was piannead by a police officer, whose 
suspicious were aroused by seeinz newsboys 
und beot- blacks eagerly gathering cigar boxes 
wherever they could find them and storing 
them away until quite a number were amassed, 
when the whole pile would suddenly ¢Cisappear 
unda tresh collection be made. ‘I'his came to 
be such a reguiar thing that he determined to 
find out what was done with empty 
boxes, and with the aid of a 
hint ortwotrom one of his superior ofticers 
the following case was planned: A number of 
empty boxes were marked with a 
private mark and passed through the 
regular channel of trade, and 
in a short time they came into circulation 
again filled with cigars. Of course this fast- 


ened the guilt upon the person issuing these | 


boxes, and simon Levy's place was 
accordingly shadowed, while efforts were made 
to get on totheother partners in the case, for 
altogether too many empty boxes have gone in- 
tolis place to be accounted tor either by 
what has been found therein or by what 
has come out inthe regular course of trade. 
This morning a deputy marshal was ordered 
to make «a descent on the store 
and tactory, which was done with 
but slight results. Levy, his wife and daugh- 
ter were the only persons toundin the place,but 
nu searchsoon unearthed three old boxes refilled 
with cigars, an offense clearly within the stat- 
ute, and several empty boxes which 
had ‘been previously used for cigars, 
and which went to prove that suspicion was 
onthe right tra:k. Levy and his daughter at 
once Claimed that the cigars bad only been put 
infor pressing and that they were to be 
taken out and filled into other 
and new boxes. Noarrest was made at the 
time, but the old boxes were taken down to 
the District Attorney’s office to be 
used tt evidence in the com - 
ing trials. The case against Levy will 
4iso prove that Mrs. Levy hastried to purchase 
wid boxes in different places and that the bal- 
ance of the tamilv has also been engaged in 
ihe same profession. 
itis beheved that Levy acted as the pur- 
«naser tor the other factories in the ring, and 
tis thought within a day ortwo several verv 
nnportant arrests will be made of gentlemen 
hitherto supposed to be above suspicion. 
The loss to the Government is estimated 
'o be very heavy v—the District Attorney’s oftiee 
seems hardly, to know as much about the case 
us does the PostT-DIsrPaTcH—and Mr. Drum- 
nond threatens to bringthe whole staff of the 
paper betore the United states Grand Jury.

The thugs in the neighborhood of Twentieth 
street and Cass avenue took possession of car 
No. 16 on the Cass Avenue Line late last night, 
and, after a quarrel with the conductor, beat 
him and the driver severely.
